We are glisl to perceive that Ur. Wekt- 
noniH's propusctj res'jlulioiiJ respecting 
the Keiv Cuustilutioii have been amended, 
and amended so judiciously as to leave 
very little room for criticism. They ate 
still, hoirevcr, in our judgment, more 
diffuse tlian is strictly necessary j and 
would be made moie effective by further 
compression. Theit ate, too, afewivurda 
and phrases which it would be well to 
modify. 

The second resolution stales that an 
allegation in Earl Q-rby's despatch is 
" unfounded." This sounds harsh, and 
in official papers harshness ought in 
general to he stlidiotiily avoided. We 
should prefer some such aoicnuWnt as 
" uot wiitmnted t>y facis.," or " fouTideiJ in 
a misapprehensiun of facts." 

The first three or four lines of the 
four Ih resolution, denying the power of 
any British Minister to abrogate, Stc, it 
would be much better to leave out, since 
they contain a gratuitous assertion— an 
assertion which nobody calls in question. 
The resolution would llicu begin, " That 
this Council emphatically asserts, 11 &c. 

With these slight exceptions, and tbe 
diffuse- n ess we have noticed, tbe resolu- 
tions arc excellent, and fairly express 
what we may venture to call lite umaki- 
uom afiMiut! of the colony.

Of thu three grocuuls en w'hich wc granted n 
rulo nisi for n nyw trial in this ease, tho tirst 
was nn nllcgcd misdircclion on my part, in 
telling tho Jury that the instruct inn by the In- 
Belvent to his overseer, (if they believed that 
instruction to have been given,) tn send in to 
the assignees of the. estate a false return, thaw- 
ing aloas number of cattle in his possession 
than was consistent with tho truth, followed 
up by the actual tnmsuussisii of such a return, 
in pursuance of tlin instruction, if with intent 
to defraud the creditors of the insolvent, tvould 
and did nlnount to a caieraluirol of tho cattle, 
within the terms arid meaning of the Insolvent 
Act, section 73, tu as 10 justify a conviction 
under the first count in tho information, fronted 
en ibnt seatiou. It was contended, by Mr. 
Lowe for the insolvent, that some active step 
was necessary— some putting away of tho aai- 
raals,orothcT00tdOLiDtas creen tliem from actual 
sight— to constitute a concealment, within the 
fair rneaiihlg of the word as used in the sec- 
tion. We haro no doubt, however, that no 
such act was necessary. TJta purposes tjf con- 
cealment are hi easily effected, by a ihlsc state- 
ment wilfully made to mislead, and calculated. 
To mislead, by inducing a belief that irtorc than 
the stated number do not exist, as by an seiijsJ 
stowing nwny of the surplus nurrj^f, There 
was not, in this case, a, mero.fiuissian to dis- 
close the Irue number. ..Inore wis an act- 
dono to content ftfli number. The ciltte In 
Wggg* J8& tunning on n certain property at 
0 cr r«ideriiblc dJL.Hmec', and a roturu is naked 
'of the, .—timber. Tho evidence was, that tho 
I'uuolvent then causes a return to bo aent in to 
liia asflgnectf, the cilcct of which i? xa keep 
from their kumsiedgo all above the number 
mentioned. Wc tliink that this was, witliin 
the reasonable construction of tho weird, as 
used in the enactment, cj well as in common 
parlance and understanding, a concealiiit: of 
the csttle deficient. The direction ooinplninetl 
of was therefore right, But, had itheen other- 
wise, wo are disposed to think that tho con- 
vietioii ivonid Imvo bceiicuuully sustAints] ; is, 
ifnot 0 eonecalmeiit of the anil ' 
caiieizbnisatot a rsUJKtjil oi'tseiu 
containing all those words. 
j Tho Second grountl was, tho vmni 
ttcto of a certain letter in evidence, wl 
written to tho overseer already mentioned, by 
the insolvent's wife. It was staled hy- 
the overseer, on whose testimony the whole 
case against the prisoner Idngctl, that the wife 
was not nnly present, when the instruction 
was given respecting the false return, but that 
she joined in tho conversation, and ur^cd on 
the witness the removal uf the cattlo to another 
form, for effectual concealment, and the plac- 
ingof a portion of them at a neighbour's 
to prevent their fulling into the assignee's 
hands. The letter in question wna one, how- 
ever, which did not go directly to any 0110 of 
those points. It did nut even direct the re. 
inovnl of the cntlio arty where. It Wan 
witten three rnouiba and upwards after 
tho conversation ; and, iuforminj: the witness 
thilahe was about to purchase all ber hus- 
band's catllu from the assifrnees, ( there heiny 
0 question ns [o some of thorn being her own 
private property, or that of her children,) she 
directs him, in ease tire sale should goofT, not 
torendcrthe assignees ouy asiiatouco in col- 
Iccline; tho cattle, or any of them. Tim Solii 
ci tor- General olfcred that letter in evidence, at 
the trial, na part of his case against tho insol- 
vent, I£e and Mr, lusher contended, thet the 
wife had been shown to be a conspirator with 
her husband, in the same general object old 
frnudiug tlio creditors, in respect of the 
cattle; and tltat so her act, in writing the 
letter to tho overseer, (which, they maintained, 
was done in pursuance- of tho general joint de 
lign,) wot aduiissiblti against him— on the 
principle, which applies to all cases of oonspi 
racy, that each, is the agent presumably of 
bis fellow. I rejected the letter, however ; 
net thinking tho prisoner sufficiently shown 
to have been connected with " 
nay such agency* %% 
however, that Jfr. Lowo put 
the defence, for the purpose of con 
the overeect'a restlinouy in certain partieulnrs^ 
tfas 1 eyidenco given ^^lliiu lit the Police Oflice,

tinned, or tended to conlirm tho wftness, in

•et up in defence, wc think that still it would 
have been inadinissiblc, A tiling in not mtuf: 
evidence, for any such reason. Its reception 
must depend an other consideraiiona. And we 
lire of opinion that this letter was tint evi- 
dence, in any stage of the case; because thero 
was no-thins; to allow, tint the writer was 
as te-ttiuiTnitler tho ngoni of, 01 authorised by 
tho prisoner. If ,t conspirator originally, sits 
conspired to rentnvo and conceal lite cattle. 
The letter simply directs her overseer to 
be passive, in n certain event, and 
not assist in the collection of the cattle. How 
far that tended to conlirm tho overseer's evi- 
dence as to the conspiracy, we need not now 
enquire, I; ii, supposing the rule, (relied on 
by .he Solicitor-General at the trial, as [o pre- 
sumptive agency,) to apply, in any oilier case 
than where the prosecution is fur a rnor/iiracv, 
the letter was not within thorul^ and there- 
fere wsjs not evidence without aprtsi proof of 
agency, because it did not appear to have been 
written in furtherance of the conspiracy, or ih 
pursuance at any combined or joint design. 
There was no evidence, that, at this time or tlic 
said conspiring, any design mis formed of 
bnylng the entile; still less of furthering the 
result of their sventuallacquiiilien, by any such 
means as those pointed out Sn (he letter. 

A* the case is to go down for another trial, 
on tho ground of the wrong reception of evi- 
dence, we need not enter into tho third ground ; 
which is, the discovery nnd procurement oF 
now evidence, in contradiction (ns it is nlicged) 
of the principal witness. "We are not prepared 
to say, that we should have granted a new 
trial on the last ground alone. 11 ut having 
Arrived at the conclusion, that in fact there has 
been that wrong reception of evidence, whetber 
morc or less important, wo have thought it 
light ta allow thu circumstance, of lite olfogcd 
possession of further evidence, tu weigh in the 
soulo in favour of tho new* trial. 

The insolvent will be brought up before one 
of us, at any time when he may bo prepared 
to bu admitted to hail; hnnsclfin foil! huh- 
tired pounds, and three or Tour sureties in a 
like sum in the whole i forty-eight hours' no- 
tice of such bail to be given.

sacrifice oftiicinti-resta nf thoproprtctary,— liow 
this agreement was actually performetl on tlio 
part of tho JJiuik of Australia, before this 
money was,advaneed by the Corporation. My 
Lords, wo find by Mr. Walker's evidence, at 
tho bottom of pngo IS— " 1 joined the llnnk in 
May, 18-13, no business lias been transacted 
since that day, except in winding up its altnirs, 
nnd wiint was necessarily cminnctcd with 
winding it up; clerks and tellers where lltcre 
wltcii I went ; but Mr. Edge, the teller, was 
discharged soon after.

My Lords, I briefly suggested to your 
Lordships on Saturday, and I wiifh now only 
to utter a single simtonco to the same effect, as 
to tho time at which 1 apprehend the power of 
these Directors: by means, of their own acta 
ceased. My Lards, they were appointed I)i. 
rectors under this deed ; bv tlio terms at this 
deed they were lo be Directors of nn existing 
Company, the business of which was their 
carrying oti : ttiero was no authority given In 
them to act as Directors for tbo winding up 
nnd concluding of tho concern ; became, my 
Lords, there mat 110 authority to stop the con- 
cern, so ns to render 11 winding up or conclu- 
sion of il necessary, unless by the not of the 
inajorir,y nf iho nroiirietors, I apprehend, my 
i^urds'j in point ot law, looking ii'Jie.jrae 
construction of tlie deed and the p ewers 
therein contained, that, tbeso Directors, who 
have all this pow L er given to litem csprcasly for 
tlie purpose of carrybig on the Hank and car- 
rying on tlic bunking business, specified nnd 
defined in that deed, were not Directors at all, 
and had no power to act a* Directors when 
that Ranking Company, whoso business they 
vveru alorto appointed to carry on, had el toge- 
ther censed. The fact of Its ceasing havbt[! 
taken place from their own unauthorised net; 
but maro especially, my Lords, having taken 
place train their own unauthorised nel, thev 
having slopped tho banking business of which 
they were Appointed Directors to carry it an, 
they had no longer any pbv/cr left ; and there- 
fore, ray Lords, ihoy were not entitled to carry 
on this baiiking concern for the purpose of 
ivindbtg up tlic concern ; and, consequently, 
QVfiry act from that time forth was altogether, 
though good and binding as regard] them- 
selves, invalid as regards the proprietors. I 
do not know, my Lords, that Sn point of law 
If can make nny difference in this case how litis 
money really was applied, ft is a contract on 
which, I apprehend, your Lordships will hold, 
that if tho Directors of a Bank having power 
to borrow money lor the purposes of tlio Bank 
only, borrow money for soma other and dif- 
ferent purpose— thnt is, fur some purpose be- 
yond, their powers— it is not, 1 apprehend, be. 
causa they afterwards do apply that money, or 
nny portion of the money legitimately in the 
affairs of lite bank, that therefore that contract 
for borrowing money can be enforced against 
the Rank, To enforce it, my Loids, would bo 
in direct contravention of the cases t elled of 
Lord (i'nlwny 0. Mntihcw, and tlto case of 
Emly e. Lye. Those were eases ia which ono 
portlier in a trading concern accepted bills of 
exchange, or became npsrty to bills of cx- 
cluvnge in the name of the whale firm, under 
circumstances w'hteh constituted those accep- 
tances an excess ol authority,— tho money 
that was raised under and by virtue of that 
contract under those 'acceptances was actually 
applied to tlto purposes of the firm, anil yet it 
was held the firm was not liable to th e ncccp. 
lances. Such, my Lords, is tho doctrine laid 
down in Lord Galivay «. Matthew. If the 
member* of ,1 co-partnership enter into it con- 
tract which is net binding on all the members 
of that eo-partiiership, it is not because they 
tuny afterwards apply that money which they 
mny dorito under the contract to lire benefit of 
llteco-piirtnersliip, that tlio contract itself can 
be set up and. eufnreed against the co-parlncr- 
ship. It must stand or fall on the 7 authority, 
or tho want of authority, in tJiosq wins enter 
into it ; and Indeed, my LordS[. wo have only 
to consider nnd to take the coso' hype [helically, 
which 'might vecy well occur: take an ex- 
treme case and apply it as a test, and tbe prin- 
ciple will . become perfectly clear. Suppose 
that tho Directors of this Ranking Company 
having power, 1 will assume, to borrow money 
for tlie purpose of carrying on the business, 
were nevertheless to borrow a sum of 
£100 000 for the purpose, of lending; it to n 
Steam Packet Company — or what would moke 
the ease still clearer, for the purpose of enter- 
ing into smuggling speculation, that is for a 
purpose whteh would be unlawful, such con- 
tract would nnE be binding oil tho Company at 
large. Would tho Court areata that obliga- 
tion! If the niicelors hnving borrowed it 
undar.that contract were— insiend of applying 
it to the purposes of the StCIItU Packet Com- 
pany, or tlie smuggling speculation — were lo 
apply it lot the benefit of thuceiicern, it might 
furnish a claim in equity against the. Direc- 
tors for any sum so empluyed ; but you would 
not set up that cuiktrnct, whieh at tho time 
was entered into was on excess of authority in 
those who entered into it, You have only lo 
look, my Lords, at tbe converse to see that it 
isperfecily clear. Suppose, hiy- Lords, the 
Directors of a llnnk having power to borrow 
money for the purposes of tho Bank, do burrow 
iheaumof £100,00(1, in order la meet n run 
upon iho llnnk, fairly mid legitimntely, apd in 
tho name of the whole concern— that contract 

I will assume is binding on tho whole or the 
proprietors. If the Directors, iuatead of an- 
plyutg tlio money (0 the purposes of the Bnnlt, 
run away with it, cmbcirln it, or misapply it 
in any way whatever, will that vitiate the con- 
tract as against the concern } Clearly nut. If 
n routiitcl bu nindo by one or mure partners in 
Ilic name of thu w-holo, whether it be art ordi^

No w, iny Lord «, lho A ppcllouLs 
tnvrj nrgued this ense as if the loan might bo 
treated uj perfectly 'separate from the agree, 
mcnt— as if, ulihough llie agreement contained 
certain stipulations, wliich wero ultra vires, 
which the directors were not competent to 
make, na nj to bind tho company, yet that all 
those stipulations may be rejected, and this 
may be treated as n separate mid distinct con. 
tract of a loan af money from the one company 
to the other. Now 1 submit !□ your Lordshipi 
that that ennnot be done for the reasons which 
I have already nrged, It is true, as my learned 
friend, Mr. Serjeant Channel!, observed, that 
if there be a premise lo do several ihinas, a 
promise its in unu may bu rejected, and it ii 
sufficient if ytiu can recover on a promise of any 
lino uf the several articles of tho engagement! 
but where there ia n consideration for apro- 
ineic. lho consideration is eniire, and it cannot 
be rejected— the promise must stand or foil on 
the validity ol tho consideration, mid I need 
not stale to your Lordships, as old special 
pleaders, I need not say that while the din- 
liuelion exists io which ins learned friend, Mr, 
Serjeant Chniinell referred, it lh r equally clear 
that tho iv hoi c consideration must no provad ;

fails. Now, my Lords, what wae the considera- 
tion of this loan c-f money : The promiasory 
nolo was given expressly on lho eondltinn, anil 
that constituted the consideration of tlio very 
promise upon the condition, and without It the 
money never would have hceu lent or the note 
given— on the condition that the bank should 
alup as a bank of issue, and deposit, ami dis- 
count ; on a further condition that the list of 
sliarcholtlers should bo supplied, end the trans- 
ferability of shares should cease; on the condi- 
tion Hint Iheae concerns ef Messrs. Hughes and 
HoskinK should be to some extent incorporated 
with this Ikuak. My Lords, llicie were the three 
conditions constituting the one consideration 
for this lonn— so much so that you find tho 
Corporation, through theiroBiecr, complain that 
if the agreement is not more Onthltdly per- 
fonnedi in respect of tho affairs or Messrs, 
Hughes nnd llosking,. that he will call in the 
rnunoy and require payment of it even before 
the time spceilled in rheoDtiee, whiell he would 
have had. a right to do, suppositig it to he al- 
together a binding agreement. Therefore this 
is nn agreement, the consideration of which is 
the doing of these several things, which it is not 
pretended the directors had any power to do. 
And thorruoslluii your Lordships have td de- 
termine is this, whether as sgninst the

Tighten say, wo appointed these directors to 
carry on tliis banking bufttness, to enter into all 
conirncts an our behalf which might bo ne- 
cessary for the carrying on of tliis banking busi- 
ness ; uohigabankof issue mi d discount wedid 
not appoint those directors not to carry an, not 
to put an end to that bunk, arid then to enter in to 
contracts founded on the unniliiig up of tlie 
concern; wc, under the express stipulations in 
tho Deed, . reserve lo ourselves the rielit' of 
putting an end to ilie carrying an cf that Bank, 
mid dctcTtniuuig tho mado in which it should 
bo wound up— we have given no authority to 
tlio Directors on time subject, every clause 
conferring authority on them is made subject to 
tile provisions of the Deed, and all of those 
point 10 thu exercise of those powers, and the 
enrrying on of the concern, an d not putting nn 
end to it', nntl winding it up, and entering into 
contrasts with that view, and for that purpose.

baaliers for one partner, without life authority 
of lho other, suddenly to put n stop tu tho 
entire business, to part, as it were, with thai 
business fur a consideration of a loan of money 
to a rival banlc. All the^ arc without tlie au- 
thority of [he real proprietors; and, therefore, 
whatever bo the authority Implied hi loic. it in 
notnn nutharity to enter into n contract like 
this, whioh can, therefore, he binding un the 
proprietory at large. Now, I do not mean to 
occupy many moments of your Lordship's time 
on lho question of neuuiesceiicc ; nor should 1, 
after tho charge of the Chlor Justice, have »d- 
•ortcd to it at all, but that my learned friend, 
Mr. Hcthell, seems lo make n complaint of it ; 
lie sccnis to lia-vc contended, that whotcvermay 
have been the stipulations of this contract, 
whatever may have been tlic infirmities, belong- 
ing to the agreement j that here was money 
lent and applied to the purposes of thu concern, 
ami the loon therefore, anil tho application lins 
been sanctioned by tlie shareholders, Mow, my 
Lords, I tiuvc. but two observations to make on 
that part of the case, premising, howcrer, that 
inasmuch as the Chief Justice and the other 
Judges wore unanimous, in considering that 
acquiescence' was na ingredient in tho case, in 
considering that it really had nothing io do 
with tho case, that It was scarcely insisted on, 
Ot if insisted On not proved ; and 
tts It was, nftei that declaration of tho 
opinion of lho Judges, that wc content io be 
bound by wbatovcr way tlioy may direct tlio 
ovidenco to bo entered, f apprehend your Lord- 
ships cannot deal with tliis point of acquies- 
cence at nil, unless yourLordshipsshould be of 
opinion that it does constitute a material con- 
sideration in like case, and Chen, it would only 
be by submitting this case to the can si deration 
of another Judge, because wo gnrc our consent 
that -tlie Judges should determine lion- tho 
verdict should bo entered, but without proju- 
dice to lut apnea) ; but that was after we con- 
sidered that the point of acquiescence was laid 
entirely out oi the casejbut what does it amount 
to ? Iti the Jirst nlaee, aequlcseeaeo to be of 
any validity, that is, if my agent Iirs entered 
into a cotiLract beyond his powers, in nay name, 
for ine (o ratify and confirm that can tract by 
acquiescence, implies ut least , pnirci of elects 
lag and of repudiating it, if I think proper j 
but how hod ill est; niceiiug:,, hoiv had tile 
meetings of March and September, and jsgata 
io January been, had they any power to repu- 
diate and object to ihnlcoiitraot ifthcy thought 
proper? This is a question, not whether this 
contract, supposing it ta boinBuJtlcienit at tlrst, 
is to bO binding oa tho particular Directors 
who nre-prcsem at these meetings, but it is, 
whether ii is io be biniliiip; on every individoal 
proprietor oftbe undertaking. Thou, iny Lords, 
what moans lutd_ the^ absent proprietors cither 
to uiiirm or repudiate? AVe find, from, tho evi- 
dence of one or two or lliem, that as soon as 
they hcatd of it, they objected to it, and in- 
sisted that they weld not bound, and did all 
that thoy could to repudiate and renounce lire 
conmct ; they, therefore, lutd no power at 
these meetings, Now what power had tluao 
ivhoweru present! They found that tho Di- 
rectors, assuming to thcinselvcsa po wer, which 
it is now contended did not belong io tbeiu, 
entered into a contract for rendering the slrores 
no longer truitsiirable, and fur horron'iliga aijin 
of money for certain purposes : at the lime of 
these meetings, it has ccoBod to act as a bunk 
ofissuaor discount, tho thing icmatan end, 
and tlie meeting had no power of doing any 
thing which ivouhi have remitted both parties 
in statu quo, wliich would have bud the ulYect 
referred to, which tlie repudiation of a connect 
ought to Iwve, of enabling both partita to act 
in tcspeec of coth other. It was too late, Llrey 
could do nothing. And again , my Lords, 
ihese shareholders, whoever they uiny have 
been,, thuy ttovor Lod subtuittoa lo 



cfrcumslonctw of tfio ooiiiracl; .there it no evi 
dence at all that any thing was ever oommuni- 
catrd To them, £*ccpt that there was some such 
liability incurred, and what could thoy do f 
They could not pay bnck the money, lhey 
enuld not set the batik going again; they hail 
no power to net one way nr lho oilier in the 
way of raiiiieailon ot repudiation. Dut, my 
Lords, the answer to any claim on the ground 
of neqnieseenee Koes fur lliehcr than tiint, it in 
the answer I have idready submitted, and 
which, therefore, 1 will only express, vfitliout 
arguiaa; it further, and llint is, that when ire 
look to this eo-pnrtnorsliip deed, under which 
alone cither Directors or shnrchoi tiers, whether 
thirty or mora hi number, possess any power 
lo bind tho rest of the proprietors, ive flrul no 
more authority eoufurred on thirty or more 
shareholders at any of these meetings to bind, 
by ratifying such a contract, tho rest of the pro- 
prietors, than we find power conferred on the 
Directors to bind tbeiu by originally melting 
such a. contract. If this deed continued power 
to the majority ef nn ordinary meeting, that is, 
not a majority of tile whole proprietors, but a 
majority present at any meeting io enter into a 
contract more extensive, requiring- larger 
powers thun those conferred on tho Directors, 
ilien the question would arise, whether, if tliis 
contract Was beyond the power of the Directors, 
may it hV>t be within the power of n majority of 
any of thcfB Meetings! But, looking through 
tho deed, ther? is nnihing that will confer on 
auv of the proprietors who may attend at nny 
nrihe Ordinary mowings, nn y powers beyond 
those which lilt beard .ilieady ; possess ; tliere- 
fuce, supposing that four Piteclors had not 
power to bind the hody at .large by this con- 
tract, na more lind thirty to bind llie pro; 
prielary nt large: byrnltfyilig suc?b a contract. 
The only power under this dead of giving 
clfeettonny such contract is this— th'l power 
ill tlio 72nd seclioti, hy whicli the majority of 
the whole proprhrtorj may dispense with , ,! ™- 
taiu clauses ill the deed, und therefore mi^ht 
determine tliul the concern oheuld no loncor 
be carried on, but should he terminated at thu 
cud of the period (if the first ten years, but 
there is no other power in the l.lircclars or tlie 
majority ; no meeting lvas ever held nt ivhich 
the majurity of tho whole proprietors vveTC 
present : there could, therefore, bo no recogni- 
tion of these powers, which vrs soy ivcre bc)'tnVd 
their power to exercise, 1 submit, therefore, 
to your Lordships, on bchnlfuf the proprietors 
ihewsclvis;, who havo not become parlies to the 
contract, who had conferred certain limited 
powers on tlio Directors, who wcro bountl by 
all ilm ordinary risks of a Unnking Company, 
and by lho eonseuuoricO! of all the powEts or- 
dinarily eiteauied by IhcmanagcrHofo Banking 
Compnuy, thoy conferred no power to borrow 
money for the purpoiu of winding up the con 
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corn, hut still less far the purpose of entering 
into a, co-partnership will* Messrs, Haghcs mill 
Hosking, nnd taking on themselves the wind- 
ing, up, of their affairs, and employing it in 
purposes, entirely foreign to tho objects of the 
t deed.
